department at every fire is sale 
ly. 

“Every ume We enter a struc 
ture, We Uy to set up and safety 
the area,” he said. “We have 
policies and procedure that we 
have to go. by, and we. always 
prepare forthe worst,” 

Phat type preparation came in 
handy: during last Thursday 
evening's fire when d@ team of 
firemen were already inside the 
structure at the tie when the 
fire’s growth _'reached the 
flashover stage causing a sudden 
spread of the flames. 

Jordan said if firefighters get 
really lucky, they can put out a 
fire with 50-60 gallons of water, 
but sometimes, it takes -thou- 
sands of gallons of water. lt 
depends mostly on the time in 
which firefighters are able to 
reach the scene. If someone 
reached u fire. as soon as il 
began, he said it could probably 
be put out with only a small 
amount of water. 

“Here, we're always behind,” 
Jordan said. “We (Elba Fire 
Department) haye a 90 square 
mile coverage area. We're

He said the firefighters train, 
train and train lo prepare them 
selves for us many situations as 
possible 


“You don't have a second, 


chance on this job,” Jordan said. 
“If we err, We wantil to be an 
error on the side of safety.” 

Because of this, Jordan said 
his department uses live fire 
training situations as much as 
possible to prepare the firefight- 
ers. Through this type of train- 
ing, the firefighters know how to 
react to different situations and 
can handle them when changes 
happen suddenly. 

For instance, a fire like the one 
last Thursday evening can reach 

200-1500 degrees. Jordan said 
firefighters do not .go. into ‘a 
burning building without know- 
ing how they are supposed to 
react, 

“The important thing is that 
we all (firefighters) went home 
the other night... That's my num 
ber one priority as chiel,” Jordan 
said in regards to last week's 
fire. “"We did have one fireman 
that went to the hospital because 


‘of smoke inhalation, but he 


stayed overnight at the hospital 
mostly for precautionary meds 
ures.”

made emergencies, and with the 
resources available and with the 
utmost regard for the safety of 
the members of the department 
work to the best of its abilities to 
limit the loss to life, the environ- 
ment and property.” 

On a side note, Jordan said as 
chief he would like to thank the 
merchants, business Owners and 
city officials for allowing the 
Elba firefighters to respond to 
calls when the department is 
needed. He said. the department 
.has .a good relationship with

Treasurer Kay Ivey issued, a 
consumer advisory in response 
to suspicious phone « calls 
received by some citizens. of 
Alabama regarding lost -money. 

“A number of concerned citi- 
zens have contacted me after 
having ‘been approached by heir 
finders, offering to claim aban- 
doned property in their name.” 
Ivey said. “Some of these firms 
charge up to thirty-five. percent 
of the claim’ to perform this serv- 
ice. These bounty hunters who 
charge finders fees to recovers 
your assets only complicate the 


‘process and cost you unneces- 


sary expenses. 

Ivey noted that searching for 
unclaimed property is a free 
service offered by the 
Treasurer's Office and there are 


‘no fees associated with filing an 


unclaimed property claim. The 
Treasurer encourages everyone 
to search for their names on the 


‘unclaimed property database by 


Visiting her website at 
www. treasury.state.al.us. Claims 
may be filed online or by calling 
the Treasurer's Office toll free at 
1-888-844-8400 and requesting 
a claim form. 

“Anyone who has reserva- 
tions about searching the data- 
base can rest assured, there are 
no strings attached,” said Ivey. 
“The Treasurer's Office wants 
you to claim what is rightfully 
yours..’ 

Additionally, Treasurer Ivey 
explained. that’-.the new 
Unclaimed Property 
Enhancement Act, passed by the 
Alabama Legislature in May. 
helps protect constituents who 
have entered into contracts with 
bounty hunters or money finders 
by allowing them .twenty-four 
months after the date the proper- 
ty has been tummed over to the 
Treasurer's Office to void the 
contract. 

“As Treasurer, | believe it. is 
my duty to help keep Alabama 
consumers safe,” stated Ivey.

Diabetes is not an infectious 
disease, but a lite-long hereditary 
condition resulting trom a lack of 
available effective insulin in the 
body. Without insulin, the body 
cannot use food properly, result 
ing in too much sugar in the 
blood, Treatment consists of daily 
injeclions of insulin: and pre 
scribed dietary intake 

Insulin and exercise lower 
blood sugar, while food raises 
blood sugar, Low blood sugar ts 
more common than high blood 
sugar and both have completely 
different symptoms 

Some symptoms of low blood 
sugw are! Slaggenng, poor condi 
ion, anger, bad temper, pale color, 
conlusion, disonentation, sudden 
hunger, sweating and eventual stu- 
POF OF UNCONSCTOUSNESS 


Symptoms for high blood sugar 
include: drowsiness, extreme 
thirst, very frequent urination, 
flushed skin, vomiting, fruity or 
wine-like odor on breath, heavy 
breathing, eventual stupor or 
unconsciousness. The causes of 
high blood sugar are undiagnosed 
diabetes, untaken insulin, stress, 
illness, injury and too much food 
or drink or both 


follow a prescribed meal plan 
Concentrated sweets such as 
candy, frostings, and syrups are 
often omitted from the diet, It 
your friend or Joved-one has been 
affected with this condition, do 
not be alarmed. There is much 
that you can to do to help this per- 
son.

During the past 
weekend and into Tuesday of 
this week volunteers from 
around the state were staging 
units of their disaster relief team 
at the New Brockton Farm 
Center waiting for Hurricane 
Frances to pass. Once the storm 
has passed this group will be 
assigned to a key location in the

On that mission they 
served a total of 46,000 meals in 
15 days.

Coffee County Schools rank second in 
state on meeting accountability goals

The Coffee County Board of 
Education held its regular 
monthly meeting Thursday 
evening, Sept. 2, and superin- 
tendent Dr. Linda Ingram took 
advantage of an opportunity to 
brag on the school system. 

Ingram said she was very 
happy to report that the Coffee 
County School System placed 
second in the state in regards to 
meeting accountability goals. 
She said this is proof that the 
school system is doing the 
things asked of it. 

“We've met those goals that 
were set forth for us,” Ingram 
said. 

The superintendent also took 
time during the meeting to thank 
several people involved with 
bus accident which occurred 
Monday, Aug. 30, on Highway 
87, 

Ingram said the bus driver, 
James Hataway, realized his bus 
was going to be hit from behind 
and had the presence of mind to 
keep the bus moving rather than 
hit the brakes, She said his quick 
thinking and good driving most 
likely kept the accident from 
being any worse than it was, and 
she felt he should be commend- 
ed for the good job in which he 
did, 

Ingram also thanked the 
emergency personnel that 
responded quickly to the scene 
of the accident including the 
Coffee County Sheriff's 
Department, Coffee County 
EMS and Goodman Fire 
Department. 

Board members voted to 


approve the school system's ° 


capital plan. Ingram said the 


good thing about this plan is that 
it can be reviewed and changed 
at any time. 

Some of the projects dis- 
cussed for the plan were the roof 
of the vocational building at 
New Brockton High School, 
improvements to the outside of 
the older building at New 
Brockton, the roof at Kinston 
Elementary School, the roof of 


the field house at Zion Chapel ° 


High School, improvements for 
the New Brockton Elementary 
School gym, repairs to a small 
place on the roof at New 


Brockton Elementary School 
and the paving of the parking lot 
at Kinston High School. 

Board members also voted to 
approve a land lease at Zion 
Chapel for the school’s off-site 
sewage disposal system, 

Ingram said the health depart- 
ment has approved plans for the 
system, and the school will lease 
5.51 acres of land from the 
Annabelle Wilkes family trust. 
Ingram said the entire 5.51 acres 
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steam cleaner, (wo 40 gallon 
steam kettles with tables and a 
hot water heater; one equipped 
with six showers, two hot water 
heaters, washing machine and 
dryer and one of several water 
purification units the group uti- 
lizes. Still another trailer serves 
as an independent communica- 
tions unit which can’ operate 
independent, of storm damaged 
local communications, 

When these units initially set 
up in some disaster area they 
will have with them enough 
food to prepare 40,000 hot 
meals. They are equipped to 
serve up to 10,000 meals a day. 
In some cases where they have 
thé room the volunteers are even 
equipped to deliver the meals to 
motorist... ."just visit our drive 
thru’. 

These trailers are manned by 
an all volunteer staff, 50% have 
specialized training for this 
work and the other 50% are 
bankers, housewives, retirees, 
etc,, who make the trips and 
learn from those with the formal 
training. 


Cliff McMahan * of 


’ Birmingham, is retired and has 


served with the disaster feeding 
ministry literally around the 
world. He also designs and con- 
structs much of the specialized 
equipment needed for the mas- 
sive relief work of the group. 
Monday morning he was check- 
ing the operating condition of 
generators and going-4hrough- 
his checklist of needed items to 
ensure they had everything that 
was needed. On Sunday 
McMahan had driven to Elba to 
see how things looked when 
back to normal. He spent time 
here serving meals to flood vic- 
ums following the 1998 flood. 

Floyd Morrow, of Elba, who 
also actively supports this vol- 
unteer ministry, said of 
McMahan, “Every time | show 
up to help at one of these disas- 
ter feeding units, Cliff is already 
there working away.”

WINDHAM (left) addressed the Elba Lions Club Tuesday, Aug. 24, 
during the club's regular meeting.

Dorsey employees eligible 
for extended pay benefits 


Current and former employees 
of Dorsey Trailers, Flatbed 
Division, in Elba may be eligible 
for benefits’ under the federal 
Trade Act Ofey 2002, 
Approximately 300 employees 
from the plant that remains open 
may qualify for benefits, 

“A petition field on behalf if 
Dorsey Trailers workers was cer- 
tified by-the. U.S, Department of 
Labor on August 20,2004,” says 
Phyllis Kennedy, director of the 
Alabama Department of 
Industrial Relations. 


The'U.S, Department of Labor , 


found that workers, employed in 
the production of flatbed ‘trailers, 


may have become unemployed as ’ 


a result of increased imports. The 
petition covers periods of unem- 
ployment occurring on or after 
July 20, 2003, and before the ter- 
mination date of August 20, 2006. 

Under the Trade Act of 2002, 
displaced workers may be eligible 


for subsidized vocational training, 
job search assistance, relocation 
allowances, and the. Heath 
Coverage Tax Credit (HCTC), 
Additional information on the 
HCTC is available by calling toll- 
free, 1-866-628-HCTC (4282), 
If workers have exhausted their 


’ cash benefits under other state and 


federal unemployment compen- 
station programs) they could be 
eligible for additional weekly 
payments equivalent to the 
amount they were receiving under 
other programs. In order to 
receive Trade Readjustment 
Allowance benefits, workers must 
be enrolled in training eight 
weeks after the certification date 
or 16 weeks after their last quali- 
fying separation. A waiver of the 
training requirement must be 
granted by the Alabama State

The home of a Campbellton, 
Florida woman was completely. 
destroyed when a semi-truck 
crashed into it on Friday after-

Marie Brantley, age 95, who 
has lived in her home just south 
of Campbellton on Hwy. 231 for 
over 60 years, was in the back 
part of the house when the truck 
crashed into it, 

According to the Florida 
Highway Patrol repert, the crash 
occurred at approximately 2:00 
p.m,, When the 2000 Volvo trac- 
tor trailer was northbound on U, 


S. Hwy. 231. Jimmy R, 
Guilford, age 47, of Elba, 
Alabama, driver of the truck, 
apparently blacked out causing 
his semi to go off the right side 
of the roadway, striking a stop 
sign, continuing into a ditch and 
striking a culvert. The truck then 
crashed into the house, shearing 
off the porch and front part of 
the house, and came to a stop 
when it hit a large pine tree just 
beside the house. 

Guilford was airlifted by an 
Air Heart Helicopter to Flowers 
Hospital in Dothan. According 


to the FHP report Guilford had 
only moderate injuries. he was 
later discharged and family 
members described his injuries 
as three broken ribs and numer- 
ous cuts and bruises around his 
head and on his arms, 

Approximately $60,000 
worth of damage was done to 
the home, while the tractor was 
totaled and the trailer had 
approximately $6,000 worth of 
damage, 

Florida Highway Patrol 
Trooper E.D. Whiddon investi- 
gated the crash. 
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
